it is enafted, that it-flrall and may be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant, or 
other Chief Governor or' Governors of Ireland for the Time being, to iiTue • 
his Orders -to any Colonel or Commanding Officer of any Regim'ent.or, ,• 
Battalion of the Militia oi Irela?id to enrol and receive into fuch Regiment- 
or Battalion fuch Volunteers as fhall offer to ferve in 'the faid Militia, and' 
•fuch Number as fhall be from -time to time neceffiary to fupply any 
Vacancies in the fame by Death, Defertion, or lawful Difcharge, provided 
that the Strength of any Regiment or Battalion of Militia fhall not exceed' 
One hundred Rank and File per Company : 



And whereas the fa.id Militia Forces have been lately augmented under 
the Provifions of the faid recited Aft, and it would be highly beneficial to 
2 the Public Service, that a Proportion of the Militia Forces of Ireland 
Ihould be .perroitted to enter from time to time into the Regiments of the 
Line, or of the Royal Marines, for General Service, for the Purpofe of 
-encreafing the difpofeable Force of the-Empire ; 



May it therefore pleafe Your MAJESTY, 

'That it may ' be Enafted ; 3nt) tz ft ilfnaftet!, by the KING’S Moft 
Excjellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and Confent of the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this prefent Parliament, 
aifembled, and by the Authority of the fame, That at any Time within HhMnjefty

explain, to the Private Men of the Regiment, Battalion, or Corps of which 
he {hall for the Time being have the Command, in iuch Maimer and at 
inch Times (within from the Time of his fir.fi: 

receiving fuch Directions’) as His ''Majefty'{hal]''by any {uch-Order appoint, 
the Terms upon which any Private Man ferving in the laid Militia may 
and (lull enl’R'into ’■the Regular Forces for General Service under this A61; and if 
MiiirhTeii ^ipoii the Terms of fuch enlifting being explained and made known -to them 
voUii^eering aforefaid, any Private Militiaman, {1^11, -within

fliali be lawful for fuch Commanding Officer as aforefaid, and- every fuch 
‘Commanding Officer is hereby required to dlfclmrge-fuch Perfbn from the 
.{aid Militia, .and that- every ffich Private Man fo difeharged -as :afdrefaid 
fliall immediately belong as a Private Man to the 'Regiment or Corps into 
-which he {hall declare his intention to enli{f, and .{hail be immediately 
;enlifl:ed .and attelled .for fuch Regiment or Corps, in -due courfe of Law, 
.and {hall,.as foon as. conveniently may be, -be .transferred to-.fome Officer. of 
Inch Reg'iment or'-.Corps, or fuch Officer as His Majefty may have appointed 
to receive Men enlffied under this A6I, .and -{hall have -and be entitled .to 
fuch Bounty, and in {uch Manner. as His Majefty 'may in that behalf direct, 
together with Subfillence, Pay, and Clotliing, to be paid and furnilhed 
in like Manner in every refpefi, and fubje(!f to and ’urider theTike-Laws, 
Rules, and Regulations as are provided and ufed for the Regiment or Corps 
of His Majefly’s ReguJar Forces or Royal Marines 'into which {uch Private 
Militiaman {hall have enlifted for General Service as ' aforefaid, any 
A6I or A^s ' in 'force m Jreland Xo ' .contrary thereof in any wife 
notvvitlffianding. 

Tim' iiiowed Provided always, and.%e It Enacled., That ‘in cafe the w.hole Number 
mentoiVeV of Men allowed to be- difeharged at any one Time in Pui'fuance of fuch j 
inteVtiort of Provilioiis of this Aft, from any Regiment, Battalion, 

•niifting. or ';Corps of Militia, ■fhall.iiot voluntarily declare their Intention-of eiililting 

into His Majefty’s'Regular Forces for General Service within the Spice 
of Days after the Terms of fuch eniiiting have been 

^ ' made known to them as aforefaid, it fliall and may be lawful for any fuch 

Men to declare fuch Intention within Days next fucceeding

Provided always, and be it Enadlcd, That if any Perfon, fo difcharged 
from the faid Militia for the Purpofe of being eiilifted into His Majefty’s 
Pegnlar Forces or Royal Marines under this Ad, fliall refufe to enliil pur- 
fiiant to any Declaration of being defirous to enJift fo made by him as afore-' 
faid, or lhall be rejedted by any Officer to be appointed for infpcdiing Men 
lb offerins to enlid, or lhall by any^Means not be aClnally enlifted into tlic 
Regular Forces or Royal Marines under this Ad, then and in every fucli 
Cafe, inch Perfon ffiall continue to belong to the Regiment, ' Battalion, or 
Corps of Militia from which he ffiall have been lb diicbarged for the Pur- 
5 pofe of being enlifted as atorefaid, notwiihftanding any fuch Dilcharge.

Provided alfo, and be it further Enadfed, That no Private Militiaman 
ffiall be entitled to enlift under this Adt who ffiall be in Confinement under of 
any Sentence of any Court Martial, or who ffiall be under Confinement 
with a view to being tried by any Court Martial, until he ffiall have fuffered entitled to 
the Sentence of inch Court Martial ; aiid that no Prhatc Militiaman fhall ““’aouUy. 
be entitled to his Difcharge, or to enlift under this Adi, who ffiall have been 
in Confinement, or who lhall have been fentenced to any Puniffiment by 
any Court Martial for any Offence committed within the Space cf 

previous to the Time of his' fo offering to enlift, unlefs be 
ffiall obtain the Confent of the Colonel or Commanding Officer of the Re- 
o-iment, Battalion, or Corps of Militia in which he lhall be ferving at the 
Time of his being defirous of eiilifting as aforelaid. 



n Provided alfo, and be it further Enadled, That no Serjeant or Drummer, Mufidan* or 
nor any Perfon ferving in the Militia- who fltall be ulually employed -as a „ot entitled 
Muficiau in the Band of the Regiment, Battalion, or Corps of Militia to 
which he ffiall belong^ .ffiall be ulually employed as an Armourer, Pay- eftbe Com- 
mafter’s or Adjutant’s Clerk or Regimental Clerk in any fuch Regiment, 

Battalion, or Corps, ffiall ije entitled to his Difcharge, or to enlift into Plis 
Majefty’s Regular Forces or Royal Marines under this Adi, unlefs he ffiall 
g obtain the Confent for that Pui-pofe of the Colonel or Cominandiug Officer 
of the Regiment, Battalion, or Corps of Militia in winch he lhall be then 
ferving. 



Provided always, and be it further Enadled, That nothing in this Adi 
contained ffiall authorize any Colonel or Commanding Officer of any be d*i(charged 
P^egiment, Battalion, or Corps of the faid Militia, to difcharge or caufe-to 
be difcharged under the Provifions of this Adi any greater Number of yond Stvemy 
Private Militiamen of the Regiment, Battalion, or Corps of which he is 
Colonel or Commanding Officer, than in the Proportion of One-half of 
the Number of Men which Inch Colonel or Commanding Officer ffiall from 
time to time ha^■e been allowed to enrol and receive into Inch Regiment, 

Battalion, or Corps, by any Orders iffued or to be iffued for the Augmen- 
tation of the Militia under the find recited Adi of the Forty-fourth Year 
aforefaid. 



Provided alfo, and be it further Enafted, That it ffiall be lawful 
ffie Colonel or Commanding Officer of any Regiment, Battalion, or Corps reiuie todif- 
of Militia to refufe to difcharge any Private Man who ffiall defire his Dif-. 
charge for the Purpofe of being enlifted into His Majefiy’s Regular forces Cauie to ^ 
or Royal 'Marines for General Service under this Adi, upon affigning in 
Writing to the General Officer commanding in the Diflrld within which 
fuch Regiment, Battalion, or Corps ffiall be quartered, or to the Adjutant

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General of His Majefly’s Forces where there fhall not be any fuch General q 
Officer as aforefaid, ilich Caufe for his Refufal as fliall he deemed fufficient 
by fuch General Officer or Adjutant General, as the Caie may be : Provided 
always, that no ffich Colonel or Commanding Officer lhail be authorized 
to refufe or ffiall refufe any fuch Difcharge, unlels the full Number of 
Men allowed by this A&. to enlift from time to time ffiall enlift into His 
Majefty’s Regular Forces from fuch Regiment, Battalion, or Corps, except 
only in fuch Cafes where it is by this Atf exprefsly provided that certain 
Men ffiall not be entitled to be difeharged or to enlift under this A6 l. 

Provided ahvavs, and be it Enafted, That in cafe the Numi)cr of Men 
offering to enlilt m any one Regiment, Battalion, or Corps, ffiall at any 
Time exceed the Proportion hereinbefore mentioned, it ffiall and may be 
lawful for the Colonel or other Commanding Office]' of fuch Regiment, 
Battalion or Corps to IcleiSt out of the whole Number of Men ib offering to 
enlift, luch IMen, to the full Amount of the Proportion hereiniiefoie men- 
tioned, as luch Colonel or Commanding Officer Ihall think fit, and fuch 
Men lb lelebted ffiall be eiiliftcd accordingly under the Provifions of 
this Adi. 

And be it further Enabled, That it ffiall be lawful for flis Majefty 
from time to time to appoint fuch General or Field Officers Ipeciaily autho- 
rized by His Majefty, or the Commander in Chief of His Majefty’s Forces lo 
for that Purpofe, to iiifpedl, and to approve or rejedl the Men who ffiall be 
delirous of enlifting under this A61, and luch Officers may approve of or 
reject luch Men accordingly; and it ffiall be lawful for any fuch General 
or Field Olficer peremptorily to rejedl any Number of fuch Men not 
exceeding* One-half of the Number, of whatever Height or Age any Man 
lb rejedled ffiall be : Provided always, that nothing in this Aft contained 
ffiall extend to authorize any fuch Officer to rejeft any Man delirous of 
enlifting into His Majefty’s Regular Forces who ffiall be of the Height of 
or U2)wards, and under the Age of Years, 

and not dilabled by Lamenefs or other bodily hffirmitv, unlefs fuch Man 
ffiall be one of the Number of Men lb peremptorily rejefted by luch 
Officer. 

And be it further Enafted, That the Colonel or Commanding Officer 
of every Regiment, Battalion, or Corps of the faid Militia, ffiall from time 
to time tranfmit, to the General or Field Officer to be appointed under this 
Aft to iiifjjeft the Men delirous of enlifting under this Aft from fuch Regi- 
ment, Battalion, or Corps, an accurate Account in Writing of the Number, 
Names, and Deferiptions of the Men in fuch Regiment, Battalion, or Corps, 
who ffiall have voluntarily declared their Intention of enlifting under the 
Provifions of this Aft; and that the feveral Colonels or Commanding 
Officers of the ieveral Regiments, Battalions, or Corps of the faid Militia, ii 
ffiall within Dai s after the receiving any Order for that 

Purpofe from His Majefty, lignified Iw the- Lord Lieutenant, or other Chief 
Governor or Governors of Ireland for the Time being, or his or their 
Chief Secretary, tranlmit to the Lord Lieutenant, or other Chief Governor 
or Governors of Ireland, or his or their Chief Secretary for the Time being, 
an accurate Account in Writing of the Number of Perfons who fliall be at 
any Time difeharged from the Militia of their refpeftive Regiments, Bat- 
talions, or Corpus, under the Proviftons of this Aft. 

And be it further Enafted, That this Aft may be amended, altered, or 
-repealed by any Aft or Afts to be made in the prefent Seffion of ' 
Parliament.
